Her cloth- 
ing was disarranged. 

The neighborhood was alarmed and wo- 
men friends came to minister. She had 
been dead several hours. 

Sheriff Westcott, at Macon, was at once 
notified and a force of deputies at once 
dispatched to the scene. In the meantime 
Mr. Scott had driven into town and no- 
tified the members of the Birdsong fam- 
fly here. They and several friends se- 
cured horses and went to the scéne along 


with Coroner Davis. 


It is supposed that Mrs. Birdsong's mur- 

derer Waa a negro named John Jackson, 
who was strange to the neighborhood, 
but who had been employed on the Bird- 
song place for about a week. He had 
disappeared when the munier was dis- 
covered.

Nashville, Tenn., December %.—(Spe-

| stantly killed and Constable Whitford

nahan, at Trinity church, four miles west 
vf Dover, last night. While an entertain- 
ment was being given at the church Me- 
Lunnahan and Roy Woodford became in- 
volved in a quarrel at the door, They 
left the church and after walking one 
hundred yards engaged in a scuffle, Me- 
Elroy came up and advised them to stop, 
auying they were on the church grounds, 
One of the men cursed McElroy, who re- 
turneal to the church, and, secking Con- 
stable Whitford, accompanied the officer 
to the scene of the trouble. McKiroy sald 


that one of them had used bad language 


to him and would have to retract. Me- 
Lannahan said, “Il am the man,“ and 
thereupon drew his pistol and shot Me- 
Flroy, who fell and expired. The ball 
penetrated the skull. The weapon was 
six inches from McElroy’s head when the 
shot was ral. Constable Whitford made 
an attempt te arrest McLannahan, when 
the latter turned upon him and fired three 
shots. One bullet lodged in the back of 
the constable’s neck. A physician ex- 
tracted the ball. The wound is not 
thought to be serious, 

The shooting created much excitement 
at the church and several ladies fainted. 
After the killing there was some talk of 
lynching, but McLannahan was lodged in 
the county jail McLannahan and Me- 
Elroy are members of highly respected 
families in Stewart county. McLanna- 
han is twenty-seven years of age and a 
son of Rev. J. J. McLannahan, a mem- 
ber of the Tennessee conference. He was 
drinking at the time of the trouble. Mc- 
Elroy was thirty-three years of age and 
a son of E. W. McElroy, a member of 
the Stewart court. He leaves a wife and 
one child.

FIRST SX MONTHS 


Textile Mill Construction Fell 
Of During Year 


DEPRESSION CAUSE. OF <I 
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During the First Half of the Year 
Three Hundred and Seven Fac- 
tories More Started in the 
Country. 


Boston, December %.—The American 
Wool an Cotton Reporter, in ita issue to- 
morrow, will review textile mill construc- 
tion in the present year, saying that re- 
turns for the last six months do not show 
up as large as in the last six months of 
mne year. The depreasion that was felt 
in the manufacturing business during the 
summer and fall montha acted as a 
damper to the rush to build mills, par- 
ticularily cotton mille that waa noticed 
the first half of the year, when all rec- 
orda in mill building were broken, During 
the first half of the year the number 
of new milia entered upon was M and 
during the last six months the number 
was 23, a loss of over 3% per cent. over 
the first half. ? 

t the 2% rrojected 144 are devoted to 
the manufacture of cotton, 14 to wool, 
61 to knit goods, 16 to miscellaneous pur- 
poses, such as silk and linen manufactur- 
ing, and for bleaching and dyeing. Dur- 
ing the year 531 mills have passed under 
the review of the Reporter, an increase 
of over the 299 reported for the year 
1899, and an increase of 269 over the 2 
recorded for the year 18%. This shows 
the fact that the United States is becom- 
ing the largest producer of textile 
fabrics in the world. Very noticeable is 
the great increase in the number of milis 
making fine goods, especially in the cot- 
ton manufacturing business, partially 
caused by the situation in China, cutting 
out the demand from that country. 

The number of knicting mills constructed 
during the past six months is the largest 
on record. Nearly all of these milla are 
devoted to cotton hostiery™ and under- 
wear. 

Compilation of returns on new enter- 
prises shows Georgia leads, with 43 mills, 
North Carolina comes secon with 41, 
although the latter has always n in the 
lead in the construction of new milla. it 
being the largest cotton manufacturing 
state in the south. South Carugiina re- 
ports 33; Alabama 16; Virgina 12; Pennsyl- 
vania 11; Tennesseee 10; Mississippi and 
Texas 9 each; Massachusetts 7; New 
York 6; New Jersey 4; Louisana 3; Cali- 
fornia, Maine, New Hampshire 2 each, 
and Arkansas, Fiorida, aryland.

C. Ford. He is a veteran of the civil 
and the Mexican wars.

The consul has generally been sume 
active, up-to-date man, anxious for a 
little service abroad, proud of his na- 
tive country once he reached hig post, 
and ready to fall back inio some con- 
genial employment at home as soon as 
his term was over. He appearad a 
stranger among consuls of cther na- 
tions, who represented what might be 
called trained diplomacy and nacrited 
power. The American consul might get 
the wrong cut to his coat oe wear a 
hat not In style, but when [t came to 
locating the business and getting the 
first option on the price, it waa found 
that he had some qualitiea not to be 
overlooked, The first to recognise this 
fact have been the business men of 
England, who, for ten years, hay been 
calling for a substitution of young buel- 
neus men for the well-rounded old 
fogiea now representing British com- 
merce, 

It ia a little strange that while for- 
eign countries are awaking to the ex- 
cellence ok our consular service, there 
are those at home anxious o adopt the 
very plan which English business men 
are anxious to discard. The movement 
for a civil service consular force with 
life tenure comes from the friends of 
men anxious for official permanence. 
Such a plan once adopted would give us 
an ostentatious and indolent repreuen- 
tative, Instead of the bright activity to 
be found in our present competitive 
service. 

It was in view of these facts that 
Chairman Payne, of the ways and 
means committee, has had oc *asion to 
defend our present system. Our con- 
suls.“ says he, are probably the rost 
efficient in the world. Their reports 
on market conditions and manufactures 
abroad are in many instances models 
of comprehensive intelligence cf the 
sort that is needed by our :canufac- 
turers. One of the best testimonials 
to their excellence is the criticism in 
the leading countries of Europe that 
our consuls tel] too much about the 
secrets of foreign manufacturers. This 
is particularly true in Germany, where 
the German press is quite wrougat up 
about the cleverness of many of our 
consuls in getting hold of the inside 
fects.” | 

The young American is spending his 
life in the best possible school for pre- 
kerment in the rush and excitement of 
actual business life. 
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How To Help Others. 

The best help le self-help, and the 
best charity is that which does away 
with the necessity of its exercise. This 
seems to be the opinion of a distin- 
guished giver, whose benefactions dur- 
ing the year have amounted to over 
$300,000, 

The resolution of Dr. Pearsons, a 
wealthy citizen of IIlinols, after hav- 
ing distributed over $300,000 to educa- 
tion within the past ten years, that 
his benefactions hereafter will be in ge- 
cret springs from a deaire to be rid of 
the beggars who build up a reputation 
for themselves by soliciting from oth- 
ers, “If there la any, one thing that 
might make me falter in my giving.”

ery. It ie for this reason that I have 
made up my mind that from this time 
on every cent that I give | will give se- 
cretly and with the distinct pledge 
from the institution benefited that my 
name will never be divulged while | am 
living. It is only in this way that I 
can hope for some pleasure and peace 
in the work 1 have started out to do.“ 


| This reliance upon the generosity of 


others and readiness to extend the 
pleading hand is but little removed 
from the mute appeal for a penny 
which so marks the degradation of cer- 
tain countries. It is a pitlable evidence 
of the growth of a pernicious habit 
which, from pleading for others will 
soon sink to pleading for self, until 
the time may come when we will have 
no right to criticise the supple elbows 
of southern Europe. It is noted by Dr. 
Pearsons that among those appealing 
to him are men themselves well enough 
off to build up the institutions in be- 
half of which they speak. Instead of 
carrying out the true American tradi- 
tion of building up for themselves and 
impressing their own individuality 
upon educational institutions, they ex- 
tend their hands toward strangers, and 
thus place a mortgage upon their own 
future. Not long since Miss Helen 
Gould printed a list of appeals made to 
her, from which there stood out the 
remarkable fact that so-called aposties 
of reform were anxious to push their 
personal fads at the expense of some 
one else. Of such people Dr. Pearsons 
says: 

I wish vou could see some of the east- 
ern mendicanta who bombard m; office 
and then follow me out here to my home 
in Hinsdale! But. by 
erally manage. to make them heartily 
ashamed of themselves before I get 
through with them. One of them has 
been here four times in the last few 
weeks from central Ohlo—think of it! 
The grand, rich state of Ohio begging for 
aid for a well known college there! 

I have sald to him: “Go among the 
wealthy people of your own locality, Do 
you think I'm going to give to you when 
out in that new west, where for stretohes 
of %% miles there is not a good sehool 
for higher education, young people are 
seeking to raine themeetves up to become 
@ood men and women without one gilm- 
mer of the thousands of chances that 
exist in vour own section of the coun- 
A Phat'’s the way to let these fel- 
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mire, making it possible for these shut 
out by environment from mental ad- 
vancement to shake off the fetters.” 
That there is gratitade in the world is 
abundantly testified to, and thaf the 
best way to help others is to help them 
to heip themselves was eloquently told 
when the speaker said: 

Up stalrs in mv sitting room today are 
two young girls from Berea. They came 
here last week, and I am pavine them 
good Wages to do my housework. Two 
others, who had earned $150 each, left 
here a fow days ago to go back and fin- 
ish out their course at the college. When 
the two that are here have earned enough 
they will return also, and two others will’ 
come to take the'r places. 

That's the kind of help 1 believe In 
Klong. It lifte up: it lets the sun shine 
into mv own heart and theirs, too, and it 
is sending out into the workd men and 
women who will take rank with the best 
among us. 

There is a valuable lesson for both 
individuals and communities in what 
has already been quoted. The world 
ig full of reformers, whose eyes cast 
upon distant objects, refuse to see the 
work at hand. A man needs not be a 
millionaire in order to aid in che edu- 
cation or the elevation of his fellows. 
If the man who wants to help others, 
and the woman who wants to raise her 
sex will but concern themselves about 
the neighborhooda in which they live, 
they can find abundant work, not quite 
no brilliant aa distant schemes, but of- 
fering greater hope of realization.

Discrepancy of Over $6,000 in 
Amount Due Printer 


NEEDS EXTRA APPROPRIATION 


State Printing for 1900, After 
July ist, Must Remain Un- 
paid for Until the Leg- 
islature Can Convene 


Again. 


There is a doficit of 95,704 in the state's 
account for 1900 with the Franklin Print- 
ing Company which wee not provided for 
at the last sesaion of the legislature just 
closed and which will demand an extra 
appropriation when tho legislature cone 
venes again. 

According to a statement § furnished 
Comptroller General Wright yesterday, 
the entire appropriation for printing pur- 
poses made for the year 1900 was dw posed 
of by July ist, with the result that all 
the work done by the state printer since 
that date, amounting to $6,764, stands un- 
paid for, and furthermore no provision has 
been made for paying off the claim. 

The deficit came about as a result of 
the act of the general assembly ordering 
certain volumes of the Georgia Report 
reprinted without making separate pro- 
Vision for this work. Of the $13,500 given 
for printing purposes this year, over one- 
half of the amount was used in the print- 
ing of these reports, and as a consequence 
the entire appropriation had been expend- 
ed by July Ist. 

The bulk of the regular printing for the 
various departments of the state gov- 
ernment was done after that date and the 
payment for the work of the last half of 
the year must be made by the legislature 
when it convenes again next fall. An 
appropriation of $13,500 has been made for 
printing during 1901, and as this amount 
represents the average expense of print- 
ing each year, there will be no opportun- 
ity of devotipg a portion of the money 
for 1901 to the payment of a back debt. 

Instructions to Tax Collectors. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 


prepared his annual Instructions to the 
tax collectors of the state, notifying them 
of the changes made in the tax laws and 
the various items that have been either 
increased or reduced. 

The instructions point out that the 
change of greatest importance made in 
the tax law is the provision that the 
property of telegraph, telephone and ex- 
press companies myst in future be re- 
turned for taxation. to the comptroller 
genernl instead of to the tax collectors of 
the several counties, as has been done in 
the past. 

The property of telegraph, telephone 
and express companies, under the new 
law, are to be assessed exactly an the 
property of railroads are assessed, with 
the same right of resorting to arbitration 
in the settlement of differences. The 
change is regarded as one of the highest 
importance, and in fact one af the most 
nignificant in many reapeots made by the 
last general assembly.

‘ffarriet Patifio, an oldtime, “ante- 
bellum “mammy’’ and a character many 
Caucasians might imitate with profit, died 
yesterday morning at her home on 
Markham stmeet. Ste was a de- 
vout Christian and Sunday after 
Sunday she could be seen wending her 
way slowly from her humble abode to 
the church, where she poured forth her 
heart in fervent prayer to her Master. 
Bent with the years of labor through 
which she passed, she was ever 
among the firat of her congre- 
gation to gather before the pul- 
pit from which words of advice came 
to those who were seeking the way to 
the heavenly home, a home desired by all 
oldtime negroes. Never a word of com- 
plaint came from the old woman. She 
had been reared in times when com- 
plaints brought nothing to aid those 
who complained, and for that reason she 
felt nearer the Giver of all good things 
and was grateful for the life left in her, 
a life she was devoting. to the cause in 
41 which her faith remained unshaken. 
Harriet was born on the eastern shore 
of Maryland and was the child of free 
negroes, One day she was picked up 


was in the days of siavery trafic and 
when few questions were put to the man 
‘who offered a negro for sale. 

With her companions she was brought 
south and sold, There was no way by 
which her parents could trace her, even 
had they tried to do wo, The laws in those 
days made it hard for a negro to discount 
the word of a white man, and the ohild 
in a few months found herself the prope 
erty of a Georgia planter. 

In slavery she toiled for the man who 
had paid his cash fon her, and at his 
death found herself possessed by one of 
hie descendante. Again and again she 
changed hands, but wherever found she 
proved @ faithful servant and remained 
in bondage until Lee handed Orant his 
agword at Appomattox. Then, with free- 
dom and fourteen children on her hands, 
she started life anew. All of her children 
were grown, but with that indifference 
of the negro race the old woman found 
it necessary to continue toiling to live. 

She came to Atlanta and in a short 
time had drawn about her all her sons 
and daughters. The youngest child, Mary 
Scandrick, was then a woman with grand- 
children, and she alone remained with 
her mother, the other thirteen scattering 
about to do the best they could for them- 
selves. 

Bince that day—it was in the latter six- 
ties—old Harriet and Mary have lived to- 
gether nearly all of the time on Mark- 
ham street, tenants of the Rawszsons, 
whether the rent was paid or not. No 
kinder people to the poor than the Raw- 
sons have ever been known, and whether 
it was during the life of the elder Raw- 
son or since, the old woman had re- 
mained undisturbed in her present quar- 
ters. 

To fix the old woman's age with any 
degree of certainty is an impossibility. 
For the last ten years she has persis- 
tently declared she was over one hundred 
years old. She was always delighted to 
te those about her of her “young mars” 
who was killed at New Orleans with 
Jackson in the war of 1812 and to describe 
the funeral when the body was brought 
to Georgia for interment. In her recitais 
she had the date well fixed, saying the 
event occurred when she was a child.

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THE BURGLAR GOAT. : : 
One of the Heroes of the Christmas Tide.

GENTLE and wise, but cunning 
and reckless, little billy goat was 
one of the heroes of Christmas Day. 

He is now at the police barracks a 
prisoner, repentant, perhaps, like all of

As the policemen, with pistols drawn, 
crept nolselessiy up the stairway they 
could hear the burglar walking about as 
if he was having things all his own way 
and was perfectly ignorant of the fact 
that he would soon be in the strong arms 
of the law. 

The Christmas burglar was finally lo- 
cated in a small room and as the of- 
ficers stepped through the doorway they 
flashed their bull’s-eye lantern, called 
out “Hands up!“ with the determined 
click of their trusty weapons as an ac-

The best 
thing is to keen mum and send the Dilly 
in as a loafer, idler and loiterer. We 
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charge just as we do folks.“ 

The burglar goat was sent down to the 
police barracks. But, alas, for the best 
laid plans of goats and men the officers 
had to give an account of the goat and 
in that way the burglar story leaked 
out. 

Then there came an investigation as to 
how the little billy wore Christmas toys 
on his head and fireworks en his tail. 
At first the affair was clouded with mys-
